WAR NEWS. 

WEDNESDAY’8 SUMMARY. 

Ominous of a catastrophe to come 
were the bulletins sent out by Kur- 
opatkin on Monday. Newchang ev¬ 
acuated, Tatchekiao evactuated, a 
retreat by moonlight to Haicheoir, 
the movement of over 30,000 Japane-e 
north of LiaoyaDg with the ovident 
purpose of cutting the railroad. Aftei 
that, silence, save for an unconfirmed 
despatch in The Matin of Paris to the 
«fleet that the railroad had been cut 
and Kuropatkin isolated. 

The Russians must fight their way 
throu.-h the foes, who now practically 
surround them, or surrender. Kuro* 
patkin is a brave and a tried leader. 
With his hack to the wall he will fight 
stubbornly. What are his chances? 
There are lacking material facts with¬ 
out which an opinion as to the prob- 
ability of the Russians extricating 
themselves becomes mere giuss work. 
Even correspondents on the ground 
admit that they have no accurate 
knowledge as to the strength of the 
opposing armies. The most recent es¬ 
timate of Toe Times’ critic placed 
Kutoki’s army at 80,000, Nodzu’s Tak- 
ushan army at 05 000, and Oku’s 
Liaotung army at 60,000 men. The 
Russian commander-in-chief believe* 
that more than seven divisions—a 
Japanese division at war strength 
being 16,000 men — were included in 
(he army that drove him out of 
Tatchekiao. The best information to 
which the writer has access leads to 
the belief that, there are between 
225,000 and 230,000 Japanese engaged 
in the movement against Kuropatkin, 
who has not more than 160,000 men 
between Haicheug and Mukden; Can 
an attacking force successfully encircle 
a defending force two-thirds as strong 
uud compel it to surrender ? Under 
ordinary conditions it would be a 
hazardous task, e-pscially where the 
circle of defence, as in this case, is 
almost forty miles in diameter. The 
Japanese seem, however, to havo no 
doubt as to the ultimate success of 
their caanpaign. They have better ar¬ 
tillery than the Russians. They have 
the advantage of a vastly better in¬ 
telligence service. They come to their 
task with tho prestige of unbroken 
success. The Russians they aro now 
pressing were beaten at the Yalu, at 
Telitsu, at Kaicbow, at Newchwaug, 
and again at Tatchekiao. There must 
be amot^g the rank and file of Ivuro* 
pat kin’s a-my a lack of confidence in 
the leaders who havo so often sent 
them into action under conditions 
that could only result in disaster. 
Taking a'i the factors into consider¬ 
ation, it would appear that Japan’s 
great strategical movement is destined 
to succeed, and that the Cztr’d forces 
in Manchuria will either be crushed in 
battle or force to sumnder. 

The report that Jaoaneso warships 
have arrived in tho Red Sea, to prevent 
the seizure of merchantmen by Russia 
is brobably untrue. The temper of the 
British marine interests is rapidly ris¬ 
ing, aiul the (jjvermu 'nt is blamed for 
not peremptorily ordering Russia to 
call home her volunteer cruisers.

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THURSDAY'S SUMMARY. 

The latest authentic news from the 
Far Fast is contained in a short des¬ 
patch from General Kuropatkin stat¬ 
ing that the Japanese are marcbiug on 
lluicheng. That they intend to \ rest-. 
the Russians back to Liaoyang fora 
fiual stand is still evident. Kuroki 
in the north has not beeu heard from, 
and has assuredly not yot cut the rail¬ 
way and telegraph lines or there would 
be an end of Kuropatkin's bulletins 
from the front, Lcjjlon seems t.o 
think that Kuroki is tot in a position 
to isolate Kuropatkin from Mukden, 
and that his mission is to wait until 
Oku and Ncdzu in the south have 
soundly beatoi the Russians and do 
for r»is colleagues what Blucher did 
for Wellington at Waterloo, change 
the retreat to a rout by sending fiesh 
men after a tired and dispirited foe. 
The plan of completely surrounding 
the Russians is the more thorough one. 
and we still believe that is the cam¬ 
paign mapped out by the Japamse. 

Thero is no ctfxcial statement of the 
casualties at Tatchtkiao. and unofficial 
estimates differ very widely. It is 
asserted bv a French correspondent 
that the Russians lost 2,000 men and 
the Japanese 3,000, while a Tokio des¬ 
patch puts the Japauese loss at W0Q 
killed and wounded. 

Refugees from i*ovt Arthur say the 
Japanese are making very slow pro¬ 
gress in the seige. They were driven 
out of the advanced positions captured 
early in July, and are now carefully 
approaching by means of trenches, 
Russians arriving at Chefou are re¬ 
sponsible for the statement that three 
Russian torjedo-boat destroyers were 
sunk by the * Japanese on Monday 
night as the result of a torp?do attack. 

The operations of the Russian 
volunteer cruisers and of the Viadi* 
vostok squadron are of more interest 
at the moment than those of the arm*?* 
in Manchuria. The indiscriminate 
seizure of neutral shipping really men¬ 
aces the peace of the world, British 
public opinion is becoming grea»lv 
inflamed, and there is usually tome 
fellow around] with a lighted match 
where powder is s oted.

NEWSPAPERS^ OF JAPAN 

PROGRESS MADE IN THE LAST 
TEN YEARS. 

Papers Have a Wide Circulation 
and Are Sent to Remote 
Towns. 

Though immense progress has been 
made in Japan in many respects, and 
western inventions and improvements 
are to be found even in the most 
remote parts of the country. the 
interest of the people in reading still 
remains to be aroused, says I’rof .J. 
Dunolard, of the University of To- 
kio. 

The large majority of the people 
are illiterate, a fact which is partly 
explained by the complicated nature 
of the original .Japanese alphabet. 
During the last few years, and espec¬ 
ially since tho war with Chinn, there 
has been a change, and more atten¬ 
tion is being paid to the study of 
literature, and the number of books 
published is quite large, if compared 
with that of ten years ago. 

Tho introduction of printing press¬ 
es w-ith movable type, was, no doubt 
responsible for this. Only a com¬ 
paratively few years ago wooden 
blocks were in use, but it was a 
work of great labor to prepare them, 
and as only a limited number of 
copies could be struck from them, 
books were enormously expensive. 

At tho period of the last revolution 
there existed but one publication 
that could be properly classed under 
this head, the so-called government 
Gazette, which was road only by 
THE OFFICIAL CLASSES 
for whom alone its contents pos¬ 
sessed any interest. But since then 
so many newspapers have come into 
existence that the list for the whole 
country now comprises several hun¬ 
dreds. 

In tho chief cities they are issued 
daily; in country districts every two 
or three days, though during the pre¬ 
sent war also most of these have 
been published daily. 

The Tokio papers have a very wide 
circulation and arc forwarded even 
to the most remote post towms. 
Among these The Nichinichi Shimbun 
(Daily Nows), and The Choya Shim- 
bun (Court and Country News), and 
The Hochi Shimbun (Information 
News), are perhaps the bost known, 
the first named is a semi-official or¬ 
gan. 

These papers appear on overy day 
except holidays. They arc all simi¬ 
lar in style, the fust page contain¬ 
ing government notifications and edi- 
toriu’s; the second miscellaneous it¬ 
ems of information, and the third 
contributed articles, sometimes of a 
political, but oftener of a popular or 
cutirirnl rhurartpr toHBp bhe fourth 


JAFAH'S NATIONAL SPORT 

WRESTLING IS THE GAME 
THEY ALL ADMIRE. 

Gladiatatora of the Mat Are a 
Race Unto Themselves, and 
Are Big Men. 

There was & gladiatorial carnival 
in Tokio to-day, and I went 
to see the show writes & correspon¬ 
dent. Two dollars they charged for. 
admission, which goes to prove that 
the showman here knows how to fat¬ 
ten himself us well as his brethren 
in the west. The arena was neither 
a coftly nor a picturesque structure. 
It whs merely a rude shed, built of 
hoards, thrown together in haphaz¬ 
ard fnnhion. roofed in just nnyhow 
with flimsy malting. The seats were 
just rough benches, on which no 
kind of comfort could be obtained, 
und in the centre ivtood a platform, 
two feet high, apparently made of 
banked-up earth. 

Four posts ran from the four cor¬ 
ners of the platform from ground to 
ceiling, and on the stage, seated on 
gorgeous crimson cushions, were four 
officials, one against each post. 
Then came a man in grey garments, 
with a fan in his hand, who went 
about the stage weirdly chanting the 
praise9 of the gladiators who were 
about to appear. All tho time he 
kept thrusting out his arm, opening 
and shutting his fan, and striking at¬ 
titudes. There were between ,two 
and three thousand people present, 
men nnd women, old and young, for 
nothing suits the subjects of the mik¬ 
ado hotter than a wrestling bout. 
They love it, and make much of 
those w’ho follow it for a livelihood. 
Wrestling is to these people what 
cricket nnd foofbaU arc to Britons, 
nnd nny child in he street can tell 
you tho names of the various cham¬ 
pions at the different styles. 

Before the public display commenc¬ 
ed I went behind the scenes with ono 
who understood the manners and the 
customs of the place, and saw* tho 
gladiators stripped ready for tho 
fray. They were all big men. some 
of them huge. The smallest weighed 
perhaps 175 pounds, the largest 
about 280 pounds. As they stood 
there ready for the arena, they re¬ 
minded mo of Sioux w’arriors moro 
than anything else I had over seen. 
They had yellowish bronze skins, jet 
black hair, hard harsh mouths, 
black resentful eyes, high cheek bones 
nnd sinews of steel. They are a race 
imto themselves these gladiators, 
handing down from father to ."ton tho 
tricks of their trade, When they 
marry they pick their mates with 
care, marrying for strength rather 
than for any domestic quality, for 
it is considered a shame to a wrest¬ 
ler to be the father of a weakly 
child. 

They do no w’ork of any kind out¬ 
side their profession. They only 
study how to hold or how to hurt a 
man with nature’s weapons. From 
generation to generation this has 
gone on, and the result is that the 
wrestlers are mighty men physically, 
even as the gladiators of old Rome 
were. They arc the great flesh-eaters 
of Japan, for they believe that a 
flesh diet makes a man strong, fierce 
and resolute. 

EARLY BEGINNINGS. 

Ihe career of a wrestler commences 
before he can v’alk. I saw the initia¬ 
tion of one of them into public life 
to-day. The 1 ittlc squalling thing,

CELEBRATE WATERLOO 

Unveiling of Monument to French 
Soldiers Who Fell. 

The French celebration at Waterloo 
—-placing of a monument to French 
soldiers on the field June 28—was on 
a truly great scale. 

From early morning thousands of 
people from Brussels were on their 
way to the battlefield. Every way 
they turned was choked with motor 
cars, carriages, horsemen, and cy¬ 
clists. The crowd was estimated at 
30,000 people. The officials who 
had been invited arrived at three 
o’clock, and took up their places on 
the platform before the monument. 

Speeches were made by tho great 
painter, M. Edouard Detaille, and 
M. Henry Houssayc, of the Academie 
Francaise. M. Girard, French Minis¬ 
ter at Brussels, spoke in tho name of 
the French Government, and thanked 
Belgium for its hospitality, which 
France found was always accorded to 
her by that country. 

Gen. Bruylant, representing King 
Leopold, mode the last of the speech¬ 
es, saying that at the battle of Wat¬ 
erloo there were no conquerors and 
no vanquished, and no feeling of 
hate dominated the nations who 
struggled there in 1815. 

After the speeches funeral pieces 
to the honor of the French soldiers 
who fell at Waterloo were played. 

Among those on the platform was 
Mme. Dupuis/ a centenarian woman, 
who had been at the battle of 1815. 

The proceedings were regulated by 
the gendarmerie, who kept the 
crowd back, and had to make a 
scries of rushes to keep the ground 
clear. The crowd vigorously pro-r 
tested against the brutality of the 
gendarmes. 

At the close of the ceremony there 
were loud and enthusiastic cries of 
"Vive la France!"

Some of tho Working: Details of a 
Flan Adopted in 
Germany. 

Among the aspects of science whiea 
concern themeelvc* with our social 
welfare, none are of greuter inte^eet 
than thoso dealing with the question 
of provision for old okc mid lor 
other exigencies with which our com¬ 
mon life is besot, writes Andrew Wil¬ 
son in Illustrated London News. Old 
age pensions over and over again 
have been discussed in Britain with¬ 
out any practical result being ur-' 
ri ved at—that is, from vb 2 Si a to 
point of view.

GERMAN PLA.V. 

My information is deriv'd from a 
statement courteously addressed to 
me to the-office of tho journal, and 
I presume it was under the idea that 
I might find therein material for 
comment and remark that I was so 
favored. It appears that the im¬ 
perial law regulating insurant^ 
against permanent ill-health and in¬ 
stituting old age provision was pass¬ 
ed in June. 1889, and came into 
force in 1891. The Emperor William 
I. devoted the last years of his life 
to the encouragement and elabora¬ 
tion of the scheme, while the present 
Emperor in turn aided its full de¬ 
velopment with his characteristic 
zeal. There are twelve millions of a 
working population in the Empire. 
These bear one-half of the cost of in¬ 
surance, the employers contributing 
the other moiety. The whole de¬ 
tails are under the control of the 
post-office, and it is notable that, 
thus being State-supervised, no 
working expenses arc incurred. 

CLASSES OF INSURED 
Wise in their day and generation, 
the Germans make this insurance 
compulsory. After the age of sixteen 
every worker, male and femule, is re¬ 
quired to contribute to the fund. If 
those whose' incomes do not exceed 
£100 per annum choose to join, they 
may; only they pay the whole prem¬ 
ium, and do not share its cost wifcbi 
their employers. Four classes of in¬ 
sured are dealt with, the wages be¬ 
ing respectively £18. £28. £42 per 
year, anri above £42. but not exceed¬ 
ing £100. The weekly payments for 
the four classes are about Jd . 1<J., 
l^d. an-d lid., but the employer as 
has been stated, contribute their own 
and supplementary share of the pre¬ 
miums. They see that both their 
own and their employes’ amounts are 
punctually paid every week. The do¬ 
mestic servant equaliv participates in 
the insurance scheme, and she and 
her master or mistress conjointly 
pay the premium demanded Where 
workers are not regularly employed 
or where the work is divided among 
various employers— as in the case of 
a char-woman—it is the employer 
giving the Monday’s work who pays 
half of the insurance money for the 
week.

But they 
will he\er lire us /ut, ns they seem 
to think. \\fo are making arrange¬ 
ments, in our dopiestic life, in our 
business und natiohnl life, to go on 
for ever, if need be, rather than 
yield. Owners of land and houses 
are permitting the families of men 
serving at the front to live rent free. 
The rich families ure giving up their 
treasures. Titled ladies arc ceas¬ 
ing from spending money on them¬ 
selves—even on their hair—and poor 
women are giving daily savings." 

ADVANCE JAPAN. 

Captain Yninamuro insisted on no 
point more fhan on the pacific char¬ 
acter of his people. Japan, he said, 
in reply to a question, did hope to 
win a position as a first-class power. 
“But." he added, "please understand 
we do not hope to gain that by war. 
We do not like war ns war. Wc have 
no ambition to come to the front 
by military or naval exploits. The 
feeling is that Japan cannot become 
great by war alone. Our ambition 
ruthcr is to advance in education, in 
commerce, in moral influence*." 

And Christianity ? Could Japan at¬ 
tain to a front place among the na¬ 
tions without adopting the religion 
along the beliefs of which all real 
progress has been made? Captain 
Ynmamuro had no doubt, on this 
point. "I believe Japan is destined 
to become a great Christian nation. 
At present .Japan has an open mind 
towards religion, hut it?, young peo¬ 
ple are getting interested in Chris¬ 
tianity. English is taught in nil 
the middle-<clnss schools, and the stu¬ 
dents become eager to learn nil 
about the Chrstian religion that fig¬ 
ures so much in English history. You 
can buy Bibles and Testaments at 
any book shopJn Tokio. Confucian¬ 
ism is as the Old Testament and 
Christianity as the New Testament 
to large numbers of our cultured 
classes. They have grent. respect for 
Christians. Christians are beginn¬ 
ing to occupy important posts of 
state. I became u Christian when a 
student, and ns T made a vow to 
write and work for tho common peo¬ 
ple I joined the Salvation Army 
when it came to Japan eight years 
ago, because I saw' it was essentially 
a people’s movement. It is the Sal¬ 
vation Army that is spreading Chris¬ 
tianity among the common people in 
Japan, of whom nearly 10,000 are 
our adherents to-day.'’

has no record against him, while his 
military achievements are no less 
great than those of Marquis Ynmn- 
gntn. In tho Chino-Jopanese War 
as tho Commander-in-Chiof of the 
Second Japanese army, he landed at 
Takushnn. marched up to Port Ar¬ 
thur in twenty days, and captured 
the stronghold in one day’s assault. 
The repetition of this feat is felt to 
bo safely intrusted to Oyama, al¬ 
though the actual operation may he 
left to some other General. 

The Marquis Oyamn is to be assist¬ 
ed by that clover Choshiuan. Gen. 
Kodamn. ns his chief of staff. Gen. 
Kodaina has just os remarkable a 
record as Gen. Kawaknmi. Resides 
be has been closely associated with 
his chief. When Oyama was MiniJei 
of War. Kodnmn was assistant !i*n- 
ister. When, in this war, the form¬ 
er was chief of general staff. the 
latter was the assistant, chief. 

Now that Oyama is appointed 
Commanded-in-Chicf of all the Jap¬ 
anese forces in the field, Kodnma is 
made the former's Chief of Staff—a 
Satsuman hero assisted by a Choshi- 
unn chief of staff, in other words, n 
Spnrtnn assisted by an Athenian.

WORKING OF SCHEME. 

The money is taken to the post- 
office. In exchange, a stamp is given 
for the amount; the stamp beit.g af¬ 
fixed to a card. This last remains 
in the custody of the insured A 
full card is replaced by another, 
which has the value of previous pay¬ 
ments entered upon it. Since the 
institution of the scheme, the state¬ 
ment from which T quote* gives the 
amount of money collected at five 
millions sterling; In 20 years the 
capital will have risen to twenty- 
five millions, and in 80 years to fifty 
millions. There is here witnessed, 
therefore, a scheme which has at 
least the merit of solving in a very 
easy and highly practical fashion 
that vexed question of the source of 
tip* fund out of which pensions shall 
be paid. 

The working of the law is also in¬ 
teresting in respect of its simplicity 
and its fairness. Suppose a man per¬ 
manently injured, or suffering from a 
disease that renders him incapable of 
following his daily labor, he will b<> 
entitled to a sick pension. Tf he is 
over 70 years of age. he can claim 
the old-age allowance. Tt is stated 
that the claim to the former is es¬ 
tablished if less than one-third of the 
yearly wage has been received; while 
if health is regained the pension 
ceases. The amounts paid are not 
large, hut they are sufficient to en¬ 
able the workers to tide over the 
evil day. and households of their 
own class gladly receive jfchem for 
the sum as paying guests. 

‘ PAYMENT OF PENSIONS. 

After five years' payments n work¬ 
er is entitled to a sick* pension, and 
there is a liberal provision for those 
who are aged, by which they can 
after one year’s payment only draw 

pension. This they can do if they 
prove that for nt least three years 
previously they earned their own 
living. The amounts of the sick 
pensions paid for permanent want of 
employment (after five years’ pay¬ 
ments and under) are for the four 
classes already detailed: £-5 14s . 
£0 5s.. £6 Its., and £7 respective¬ 
ly. But the amounts rise propor¬ 
tionately to the years insured. Fifty 
years' payments would ensure a pen¬ 
sion in the four classes amounting 
to £8. &12 JOs.. £15 and £20 15s. 
The old-age pensions, available after 
the 70th yerik fwith 80 years’ pay¬ 
ments), amount* to £5 Os.. £0 15a.. 
£8 3s.. and £9 11s. for the four 
classes. Tt seems thnt the 'public 
purse" adds £2 10s. to each pen¬ 
sion. this amount being Included in 
the sums stated. 

Servant girls or other female work¬ 
ers mnv continue to pay premiums 
after marriage, the whole sums being 
pnid by them. A man’s widow, or 
his children if under 15 years of age. 
may draw the pension for which he 
subscribed. Habitual drunkards are 
not paid in cosh, but in kind. The 
great feature of this scheme is that 
it is not a charity, but n true insur¬ 
ance. Would that some statesman 
here could spare time to studv the 
German scheme, and inaugurate one 
for our own masses!

FOB THE MARKET. 

CTm ths Fattening Crates Beeom- 
monAod by the Ftfnltry Div- 
ieion, Ottawa. 

In order to have the chickene 
plump and well fitted for market 
when they are at the most profitable 
age, they should be placed in the 
fattening crates when they are three 
months old. It is not meant by 
this that i chickens cannot bo fatted 
for fattening', those should be fatted 
that have a good constitution, de¬ 
noted by short strong beak, head 
prifltably when they are more than 
three months old. Suitable market 
in the crates. In selecting chickens 
landmarks, and a memory for local- 
chickens of any age will show gains 
wide between the eyes, lively appear^ 
ance and that aro of medium size, 
and are of a broad squaro shape, 
with short, straight legs set well 
apart. 

In fattening chiokens for market, it 
is advisable to use the fattening 
crates recommended by the Poultry 
Division, Ottawa. If only a email 
number of chickens aro to be fatted, 
packing boxes of suitable dimensions 
can be adapted for the purpose. Tho 
open top of the box should become 
tho bottom of the crate, and ono 
side should be removed for the front. 

I laths are placed tho samo distance 
tho front, and also lengthways of 
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‘ laths aro placod tne same distance 
apart as* recommended in tho con¬ 
struction of tho fattening crate. A 
a board should bo loosened in the top 
of the crate to remove tho chickens 
from, and a feed trough arranged in 
front. A shaping board and ship¬ 
ping boxes are also required.

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Reports Indicate Prospect of Ex¬ 
cellent Crops. 

A Winnipeg despatch says :-»-The 
Dominion Immigration Department 
at Winnipeg has collected reports on 
crops generally throughout the West. 
The returns aro favorable, and show 
promise of fairly good to excellent 
crops. Some sections needed rain, 
hut that demand has been since fill¬ 
ed by fine showers. 

Manitoba crops, it is expected, 
may be patchy, while some will be 
excellent. Others are medium. Tho 
crops of Assirriboia, Saskatchewan 
and Northern Alberta are good, and 
the cry for rain in Southern Alberta 
has been appeased. 

The heavy rainfall has been too 
much for the crops in the valleys, 
and on certain high lands. June 
rains were short, though the July 
precipitations have to a large extent 
overcome this. 

Vegetables are exceptionally fine, 
and tho hay crop will be heavy. 

The cattle in Alberta are in prime 
condition, having fattened very 
early.

BUH J)ING A STAVE SILO. 

Now is ithe time to get lumber ree¬ 
dy to build a silo this fall. All 
that is tiocessary is a quantity of 
straight sound two-inch plank, per¬ 
fectly pin a. although hemlock will 
answer, t wo or three scanlings for 
standards and a dozen | or | inch 
round iron hoops, fitted with threads 
washers and nuts at each end, and 
long enough to reach a little more 
than half way around tho outside of 
tho silo. The blacksmith will make 
these for a small consideration and 
it may bo advisable t« hire n car¬ 
penter to. superintend the erection of 
the silo. The rest of tho work can 
be done by tho regular farm hands. 

The first step is to calculate tho 
dimensions. Wo would not advise 
building a silo for fewer than eight 
or ton cattle; the percentage of wasto 
would be too great. An ordinary 
cow should ronaumo about thirty 
pounds of silage a day. * Some 
would take a good deal more. but 
in this climate where the ensilngo 
corn in none to well matured we 
would axlvise one to figure no more 
than thi* much per head. In a feed¬ 
ing period of 200 days this rate of 
f cod ing would dispose of 3 tons per 
head, or 30 tons for ten head. Silage 
fairly wdll packed into a silo twenty- 
five feet deep should average 40 lbs. 
per cubic foot, or in other words, 50 
cubic feet would weigh a ton. Tho 
shallower the silo tho less weight 
per cubic foot. To bo fed from 200 
davs tho silo should bo not less than 
tVenty-five feet deep else the daily 
ll^yer removed will be so shallow that 
mbyld will start around the odges. 
^ r^ank of sufficient length are not 
available- shorter ones of uncnual 
length may be spliced together, bev¬ 
elling the jointed ends and breaking 
joints with tho alternate p’kirs of 
staves. Tho depth should not ex¬ 
ceed thirty feet in any case, because, 
while the capacity is increased there¬ 
by it is found that tho silage in tho 
bottom of these excessively deep silos 
is liable to be sour. Twenty-four 
t<> twenty-six feet is tho depth of 
23 feet. The capacity of a tub silo 
is got by multiplying tho radius by 
itself, then multiplying the product 
by 3 1-7 and then by the height. 
This gives the capacity in cubic feet; 
dividing by 50 gives tho capacity in 
tons.

Government Aid Horse Breeders 


The first year 410 stallllons were 
i offered for registration, of which 298 
wore thoroughbred sod 112 of the ag¬ 
ricultural tyie. From the first It was 
deemed advnab'e to spare no pains in 
making a searching examination of the 
stallions off-mi for registration, and, 
accordingly, be fore any of the stalliout 
1 iffered under the scheme were accept¬ 
ed, the Department’s Inspector had to 
certifiy,(l) as to suitability, and (2) as 
to the soundness of the animal. A re¬ 
gister was published in March, 1901, 
which contained the names and. pe-ii* 
grees of 97 thoroughbred and 31 agri¬ 
cultural stallion* that had been accept¬ 
ed. Upwards of 1800 free nomination 
l tickets of £3 each weie offored at 150 
| shows of mares held during March 
' and April, and nearly 1700 of tbe-o 
tickets were issued. 

In addition to subsidising stallions 
by of £3 nominations to mares, the 
Department offered in a few counties,

farmers of small means to provide 
! them*cives with a registered stallion, a 
sum of money was allowed by the De¬ 
partment for tho purpose of granting 
loans for the purchase of approved 
sires. The money was lent at 2J per 
cent intereit, payable iu five annual 
instalments. It was a condition pre¬ 
cedent to the.-e Joans that the animal 
should be insured for its full market 
value’ 

Premiums for female stock.—As 
a further means of encouraging Im¬ 
provement in stock breeding, the de 
partment adopted tho principle of 
awarding premiums and prizes to fe¬ 
male stock. The advisory committe 
on horse breeding pointed out that 
industry in Ireland is, to a great 
extent, injured by young mares being 
sold out of the country, thus leaving 
only second class animals for 
breeding purposes, and the Depart¬ 
ment adopted the recommendation 
that the prizes and premiums should 
be mainly confine^ to young mares 
from two to six years old, served by a 
registered sire, in the hope that the 
farmers would thereby be induced to 
retain these mares.

Government Aid Horse Breeders 


An Outline of the Irish System. 


In the year 1900 the Department of 
Agriculture anti Technical Instruction 
for Ireland devisd a scheme for en¬ 
couraging improvement in the breed of 
live stock, i articularly of horses and 
cattle, in that country. An outline of 
the Irish system may he of interest to 
Canadian horsemen, who have for 
some ume been discussing the problem 
of obtaining for service throughout 
the country a sufficient number of 
sound well-bied stallions of tho most 
profitable types. 

General Objects— In formulating 
their live stock schemes, the Depart¬ 
ment’s main object was to promote 
improvement in the breeds of the 
country by encouraging private enter¬ 
prise in the breeding of pure-bred an¬ 
imals, and in the introduction of new 
sires, and to do this in such a way that 
the accompanying advantages should 
bo principally secured for the smaller 
farmers. Since interests of national 

importance were at stake-such, for 

example, as the maintenance of the 
high reputation of Irfsli horse-, the 
improvement of tho feeding qualities 
of the store cattle, and as these Interests 
required that tho stock of the country 
should be considered as a whole, ana 
should not, in public schemes for its 
improvement bo attacked by tho in¬ 
troduction of strains likely to bavo in¬ 
jurious effects on the national breeds, 
it was necessary that these schemes 
should contaiu certain principals of 
uniform application to the whole 
country. It was, therofore, necessary 
that the live stock schemas emanate 
from the ceutral authority, while, in 
particulars other than their national 
features, they might be modified in 
accordance with local opinions and 
circumstances- In order to have the 
assistance of the most representative 
expert opinion in Ireland in tho form¬ 
ulation of thoao schemes, the Govern¬ 
ment appointed two special advisory 

committees-one for horses, und the 

other for cattle, sheep aud swine. 

Horse Breeding Scheme —The 
horse breeding scheme as outhned by 
the advisory committee aud approv¬ 
ed by the Agricultural Board, provid¬ 
ed for tho rogistiatiou of suitable and 
sound thoroughbred and agricultural 
sires aud the selection of # a number of 
the best brood mares iu each country 
to be served by these tires. The owner 
of a registered stallion is entitled, 
under tne scheme, to a fee of £3 for 
each selcted mare put to his stallion. 
The mares selected were the property 
of persons deriving their means of 
living from farming, whose 
valuation did not exceed iu the poorer 
countries £150 aud-,m ths uioro wealthy 
counties £200.

When Mohammed took his journey to 
heaven the sweat which fell on tho 
earth from the prophet’s forehead 
produced Whjtc roses, and that which 
fell, from the animal he rode upon, 
named A1 Bornk. produced yellow 
ones. At the present day the sellers 
of roses in eastern towns cry aloud 
in tho streets, “The rose was a thorn, 
and the sweat of the prophet Moham¬ 
med dropping upon It formed it Into u 
rose.”

It Is a Species of Ash Whlrh Is Tap- 
peil For Its tiuni. 

Few know that manna is a species 
of gum which exudes from the ash. 
The true manna ash is the Fruxinus 
orniw. It Is a beautiful tree and lias 
much handsomer flowers than any oth¬ 
er ash. In some parts of Sicily trees 
are planted especially for these sub- 
stances which they' yield, Just as In j 
some parts of our country the sugar j 
maple is planted for its sugar. The 
ash trees are tapped when about ten 
years old. A transverse cut is made 
about ouc-thinl of till* circumference of 
the tree, a number of these transverse 
ruts being made one above the other. 
As many ns forty-live cuts are fre¬ 
quently made in' one large trunk. 

In some collieries where manna is 
collected it is done by Inserting tubes, 
just ns Is the case of collecting the 
maple sugar, but where these cuts are : 
made the gum runs down the trunk 
and hardens. The following season 
cuts are made just above those of the \ 
previous year. After this has been 
three years in progress the stems are 
cut down and the new crop of shoots 
left to get matured. Sometimes, how¬ 
ever, the stems are left standing four 
years before being finally cut away. .

INSECT ARCHITECTURE. 

The Way t'urprntrr lives Build Tlielr 
\e»(M In Wood. 

Mr. Rennie in bis “Insect Architec¬ 
ture” describes the work of a enrpen- 
tcr hoc. First she chiseled a cbnnnel 
in n piece of wood with her powerful 
jaws and deposited each morsel nt si 
distanee. Then she unide repeated 
journeys to bring in pollen and clay 
until she had collected enough to serve 
sis food for the future grubs and„to 
bsir the entrance. 

Cutting open the post, he found a 
nest of six cells separated by parti 
lions of clay ns tldn as cardboard and 
with sides as smooth as any Joiner 
could have contrived. 

Reaumur tells us how the violet car¬ 
penter bee bores into wood obliquely 
for an Inch mul then perpendicularly 
for a foot, scooping out throe or four 
such passages. At the bottom she lays 
sm egg, covers it with a paste of pollen 
and honey and a protection of gnaw¬ 
ings from the \vood. This Is repeated 
until the nest is tilled, and a side door 
at the bottom enables the young bees 
to come out in due time. 


An Fnrly Memorial System. 

The primitive Indo-European numer¬ 
ical system was si mixture of the dccl- 
mal and 1 lie sexagesimal. The first 
large number was the “shock”—tliut 
is, tin and the next large number was 
tin? “bund,” or “hundred”—that is, 120. 
Between GO and 120 there were no 
numbers like our 70, etc., being “a 
shock and 10,” and 80 being “a shock 
and 20.” The Introduction of our 
present numbers between GO and 320 
arose out of tlie introduction of tlie 
decimal buml or hundred—that is. 10O-- 
in distinction from which the old hun¬ 
dred (120) was called the duodecimal 
hundred, or the “great hundred,” 
which is Btill used in Iceland and parts 
of England.

THE BUTTERFLY. 


I me of the Extraordinary Gift* of 
This Silent Insect. 

The extraordinary gifts of the but¬ 
terfly race have always excited the 
wonder not only of naturalists, but of 
the most ignorant observers—their si¬ 
lent and unseen changes, the instinct 
by which they distinguish their favor¬ 
ite plant food—as, for instance, even 
among the scarcely differing species of 
the complex race of asters, where they 
show themselves, as Professor Asa 
Gray said, “better botanists than many 
of us;” their skill in depositing their 
eggs unerringly on or near the precise 
plant on which the forthcoming cater¬ 
pillars are fitted to feed, although they 
as butterflies have never tasted it. To 
these should be added their luxurious 
spread of wings, giving opportunities 
for those likenesses and variations of 
color which protect them during tho 
few days of their winged state; the 
brief time when, if ever, their eggs 
must be laid and the continuance of 
tlje race made sure. The whole realm 
of animal “mimicry,” as it is now term¬ 
ed, reaches Its highest point in them 
and loads to some extreme cases, as in 
the fact that, while butterflies are or¬

Along the Bay of Quiute there are 
things to see, there is an air to 
breathe, there are situations in which 
to place one’s >elf, and things to do, 
that will accomplish much for the sick 
or the tired or the roan who needs a 
change or the one who is looking for 
a two or three days’ runaway. Let 
the weary man bieik away from busi¬ 
ness and spend a day or two upon the 
dtekofoueof the many boats that 
ply the bay, let him lie b»ck in a

TIDAL WAVES. 


Tb« Forces Which Start Th«e Dan¬ 
gerous Volumes of Water. 

Tire ocean tidal wave — sometimes 
called the primitive—is formed by the 
union of two waves, produced by the 
combined attractions of the sun and 
the moon. This wave in its most dan¬ 
gerous form sometimes sweeps over 
ships In the open sea and in its ordi¬ 
nary course produces the tides proper. 

Where the outline of the land, as in 
the bay of Fundy and the Bristol chan¬ 
nel, compresses the force of its flood 
with nnrrow estuaries It also gives rise 
to tidal waves, which are termed d** 
rlvatlve and are also known colloquial¬ 
ly as “bores,” or eagres, 

Earthquakes are also a cause of tidal 
waves of two sorts. One is due to 
shocks which occur on land and cause 
a retreat and reflux of the sea within 
the usual tidal limits, but where an 
earthquake shakes the sea bed a dome 
shaped mount of water rises over the 
center of the disturbance and draws 
the surrounding water Into the vortex 
beneath It. As this dome subsides it 
sends an Immense rolling mass swing¬ 
ing across the ocean, which creates a 
most formidable tidal wave.

Rare floors nre preferable to car¬ 
pet for the kitchen during the sum¬ 
mer months, for they ora easier to 
keep clean. It is a positive rest to 
one’s eyes to see a room without the 
dust catchers, once considered so 
ornamental, with only the necessary 
furniture and bare floors. Keep out 
the flies with screens, and let the 
air and sunshine in. Paint or oil 
the floors, or if they are too rough 
to look well uncovered, get oil cloth 
, or linoleum, but do not buy a 
i woolen carpet for the dining room. 
'A few minutes’ work every few 
















days will suffice to keep them 
and free from dust. Neither lino¬ 
leum or oilcloth should be scrubbed 
with a brush or mopped with hot 
water. Heat the water until luke¬ 
warm and dissolve enough Gold Dust 
Jn it to mako a good suds. Now 
wash the oilcloth, changing the wa¬ 
ter frequently ao it grows dark. 
Nothing causes it to grow dull and 
grimy so quickly as washing with 
insufficient or dirty water. Mep a 
small place, then rinse with clear 
water, and wipe dry. Proceed in 
this way until the floor is clean. 
Oiled or painted floors are treated 
in the same way. 

TO CLEAN PAINT. 

Tea leaves may be saved from ths 
table for a few days, and when suf¬ 
ficient are collected steep, not boil, 
them for half an hour in a tin pan. 
Strain the water ofl through a sieve 
and use this tea to wash all varnish¬ 
ed paint. It removes spots and 
gives a fresher, newer appeamnee 
than when soap and water is used. 
For white- paint, take up a small 
quantity of whiting on a damp pieco 
of old white flannel and rub over 
the surface lightly and it mill leave 
the paint remarkably frfcsh and new.

THE USE Of MOD dims 

GREAT NATIONS AS PEACE 
MAKERS. 

But Mediation Sometimes Leads 
to Hostilities Between 

Powers. 


Although most nations are sup¬ 
posed to be perpetually engaged in 
making mischief between other 
States, they are generally sorry 
when It comes to a case of actual 
war. Our Government *appears to 
have done its best to prevent tho 
war between Japan and Russia, and 
the groat friendship that has sudden¬ 
ly sprung up between England and 
France is partly duo to their desiws 
to bocome peacemakers as soon 
the opportune moment arrives. 

International law recognizes sev¬ 
eral kinds of interference in the con¬ 
flicts of nations. The first stage is 
the offer of "good offices." The Unit¬ 
ed States was anxious to Use its 
good offices to stop tho Boer War, 
hut Lord Salisbury politely declined 
them. 

Mediation is the second degree; but 
before it can come into play, both 
combatants must be willing to ac¬ 
cept it. Obviously, so long as ei¬ 
ther combatant sees a reasonable 
prospect of victory, ho does not want 
mediation. Only when both are ex¬ 
hausted, have lost many men, and 
are on the verge of national bank¬ 
ruptcy, is mediution welcomed. 

There is a third form of peace¬ 
making called "Intervention"—that 
is, by tho use of force, or the throat 
to use it. And with regard to this 
a groat writer on international law 
says thnt "Intervention to secure 
pear© has frequently been the cause 
of

History contains innumerable ex¬ 
amples of the use of good oflVos. 
mediation, and intervention. But 
in 1823 there was a case of real 
good offices, when England tried to 
mediate between Franco and Spain. 
This was not backed by force, and 
so it failed. 

Greece appealed to England in 
182ft to obtain their reconciliation 
with the Ottoman Porte." England 
talked the mnttor over with Russia, 
end both Powers agreed to propose 
to the Porto certain terms of set¬ 
tlement if, as tho official document 
politely says, "that Government 
should accept the proffered media¬ 
tion." But the mediation was ac¬ 
companied by such threats that the 
Sultan, although he gave in, must 
have regarded it os an example « of 
anything hut good offices. 

As showing how mediation some¬ 
times lends to hostilities we have the 
case of tho civil war in Portugal in 
1847. England and Spain tried to 
mediate, and induced the Queen to 
offer very good terms to the revolu¬ 
tionists. But latter rejected them, 
and then England and Spain, wit'h 
France, helped the Queen with naval 
and military forces. 

In 1876, when the Servians and 
Montenegrins rose against Turkey. 
England was anxious to make peuce. 
Lord Derby therefore hinted to King 
Milan that if he made an application 
for the good offices of the Powers it 
would be favorably received by Eng¬ 
land. Servia made the application, 
and England induced tho Towers to 
intervene. But they were all very 
soon 

AT SIXES AND SEVENS. 

First, Turkey was asked for an ar- 
raistic of not iess than a month. She 
refused this, but agreed to suspend 
hostilities for a week. Servia would 
not accept anything less than a 
month’s armistice, and went on fight¬ 
ing.

The London Daily News prints the 
following letter from ft 8«*ventecn- 
ycar-old pupil in a Japanese school, 
6ent to an English correspondent.

After describing the school organ¬ 
ization, Taro mentions the subjects 
he is learning in his class.

talities or regular correspondence. 

Nor has the King confined himself 
O^to any special social tratum or pro- 
a n%pion in the foreign conversations 
he hat* enjoyed.

JAP DWARF TREES. 

Some of the Methods by Which 
They are Obtained. 

This curious modification of natur¬ 
al growth dates far back. We read 
that in 1826 Professor Mevlan saw 
a box, one inch square and three 
inches high, in which were growing 
a fir, a bamboo and a tint plum treo 
thick with blossom. 

The Swedish botanist and travel¬ 
ler, Carl Thunberg, in 1807, describ¬ 
ed a number of these abnormal 
growths, and told of the pride with 
which Japanese garden experts pro¬ 
duced dwarf trees for practical pur¬ 
poses, as well as those weird. little 
midgets which excite wonder. He 
saw. for instance, orange trees six 
inches high, which bore fruit the 
size of a cherry, "and yet sweet 
and palatable." 

The secret of their system is based 
upon such well-known principles as 
the retardation of the flow of sap; 
the selection of the smallest seeds, 
gathered from the smallest trees; a 
minimum supply of wuter; and the 
nipping out of leaders. and the 
checking of tap-roots and of all 
vigorous shoots. They take (Or their 
purpose trees which retain vitality 
under most adverse conditions. The 
Chinese are their sole rivals in thlV 
eccentric art.

There havo been several important Judg- 
mentB given by His Honor Judge Madden 
at some of the Divison Courts Utcly und 
which are of great iutorr.it to the general 
pablio, and for that reasou wcca!l attention 
to them 

Prominent among the.ni is an action 
brouRht by DouRlas A. Hartils vs The 
Corporation of the Township of Lrnostowu 
10 recover damages for tho amount sus¬ 
tained by his horae being injured upon the 
"Yoik or Kingston” Road about three 
quarters of a mile eai.it of the \ illuge of 
OJdcssa. This action wua triod ut the 
Division Court at Odessa un the 7th day of 
July instant, Mr. Dorrche, K. C. appeared 
for the Plaintiff and Mr. Rattan upocired 
for the Defendant. 

The evidence showed that the I’laintiif 
was, on the 12th day cf March lust, law¬ 
fully going to Kingston and driving a single 
. horse and cutter und while uu the road at a 
| point about three quarters of a milo East 
of the Village of Odessa hie horse was in¬ 
jured by reason of a Urge pi ehole at least 
never) feet wide, filled with rlueh, water 
and ice and with ir# or 20 inches of water 
llowing across it thereby necessarily creat¬ 
ing steep approaches or side walla of ice 
and snow on each side und malting it dilli- 
cult and dangerous for persona to 
drive across it. His llonpr found that the 
Defendant had notice of tho dangerous 
condition of the road Rt this particular 
spot and that the Plaintiff t\ -veined ordin¬ 
ary earn in driving and that there was no 
contributory negligence on his part, and 
gave judgement for tho Plaintiff for £G0. 
damages and oosIm. 

Uis Honor very properly pointed out 
that the Machinery of the Municipal Act 
gives ample and txSrusivo powura to over 
come dillicultiea of this kind and the quest¬ 
ion of expense ih no excuse und that it is 
incumbent upon uli Municipalities to use 
and adopt all modern means and methods 
to make public highways at all timei - 
day or night— reasonably safe for persons 
UBing ordinary caro logo and come. And 
that it is but reasonable that the public 
should bo protected from all danger uu the 
highway. He also pointed oqt that the 
Municipal Act gives the Municipalities 
the widest passive poworri and authority 
to provide for public trucks to overcome 
the pitchole nuisance and to cause the 
snow drifts as it were to “melt away.”
